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Pay Board Untangles Red Tape

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pay Board is steadily untangl- 
ing a snarl of red tape that has 
etelnyed pay raises for hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers. 


Its backlog of unsettled cases 


lias declined by nearly half in 
the last two months, from 2,219 
on Feb. 25 to 1,158 as of April 
21, the board said Thursday. 


The board's executive direc- 


tor, Robert Tiernan, said in an 
interview that even faster prog- 
ress will be made in weeks to 
come. 


IVesently the board takes an 


average of 38 days to decide a 
case. Tiernan said that will be 
reduced to about 28 days within 
the next six weeks because the 


board 
has 
nearlv 
completed 


drawing up detailed regulations 
and will begin turning its atten- 
tion to individual rases. 


Of 4,963 cases received so 


far, 2,112 didn't need any action 
by the Pay Board and were re- 
turned by the Internal Revenue 
Service with an explanation. 


The 
cases 
involved 
fewer 


than 1,000 workers each, which 
generally 
don't 
require 
Pay 


Hoard action unless they are 
requests for exceptions to the 
board's 5.5-per-cent guideline. 


The board has cleared its en- 


lire backlog of these cases, 
which now are handled mostly 
through the IRS. 


The board also is whittling 


down its load of cases involving

Pryor in Strong Attack on 
McClellan's Vote Record 


JONESBORO. Ark. ( A P I — 


Rep 
David 
Pryor 
delivered 


Thursday night what was per- 
haps his strongest attack to 
date 
on 
Sen. John 
L. 


McClellan's voting record ar.d 
performance, referring to it as 
a "somewhat frightening, trag- 
ic novel." 


Pryor, one of three Demo- 


crats opposing McClellan's bid 
for re-election in the Maz 30 
primary, told a crowd of more 
than 2,000 at a rally here that 
he wanted to "throw a little 
light on the 30-year record" of 
McClellan. 


Pryor 
also 
challenged 


McClellan to tell how successful 
he has been as a businessman 
during his 30 years in the Sen- 
ate. 


"I call on him to explain 


why, four months after the Sen- 
ate Public Works Committee 
authorized a study of a dam on 
the Mulberry River, he joined 
in the purchase of 2,700 acres 
on the Mulberry," Pryor said. 
"I call on him to explain why 
he helped arrange for the First 
National Bank to participate 
with the Federal Housing and 
Urban 
Development 
Departr 


ment in the financing of Mau- 
melle New Town while he was 
a director of that bank. 


"Just a few months ago, the 


senator sat on the Board of Di- 
rectors 
of and 
owned 
6,600 


shares of stock in that bank 
valued at more than $180,000," 
Pryor said. "Does he still own 
this stock, as he does In many 
other banks in Arkansas, while 
he sits as chairman of the Sen- 
ate 
Government 
Operations 


Committee9" 


Pryor said that beginning in 


the early 1940s, the "people of 
Arkansas have been forced to 
vote through Sen. McClellan 
against veterans benefits, edu- 
cation, aid for needy and hun- 
gry children, tax reform." 


"We 
have 
been 
forced, 


through the vote of our senator, 
to cast a ballot for increased 
taxes for hardworking, tax- 
paying citizens and giant tax 
loopholes 
for 
the 
wealthy," 


Pryor said. 


He 
said 
McClellan 
voted 


against allowing soldiers in uni- 
form to participate in the 1944 
presidential 
election, 
against 


providing a housing allowance 
for maimed veterans of World 


War II, against automatic pro- 
motions and pay allowances for 
prisoners of war in World War 
II while they were POWs. 


Pryor told the crowd that by 


casting their vote through 
McClellan, 
"you 
have 


voted...against closing the tax 
loopholes and against 
taxing 


corporate dividends...not to re- 
duce your taxes, against rais- 
ing your Social Security bene- 
fits, against a decent living 
wage — and as late as 1971. 
casting your vote five out of six 
times against education." 


Pryor said that the votes he 


pointed out were "just a repre- 
sentative sampling, a critique 
of a very long book." 


"You 
can't tell a book by its 


cover," Pryor said. "We can 
enjoy the cover of a book for 
its worth, but it's what's behind 
and inside that deceptive cover 
that really tells the tale... 


"It is time for the citizens of 


Arkansas to go beyond that 
cover and read the book itself. 
And then let the people decide 
if they can allow the senior sen- 
ator to write a redundant post- 
script to a somewhat fright- 
ening, tragic novel." 


May Combine Boards 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Dale Bumpers said 
Thursday 


he was seriously 
considering 


proposing that the state Plant 
Board, the Soil and Water Con- 
servation Commission and the 
livestock and Poultry Commis- 
sion be combined into a state 
Department of Agriculture. 


The governor also said that 


because the legislature last 
year closed some tax loopholes 
and wrote other reforms into 
the tax laws, tying the tax 
structure 
to growth 
in 
the 


state's economy, no new gener- 
al revenue tax will be required 
of the 1973 General Assembly. 


Bumpers made the remarks 


at a meeting of members of the 
Arkansas Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation. Three other Democratic 
gubernatorial 
candidates and 


Republican candidate Len E. 
Blaylock also spoke. State Sen. 
Q. Byrum Hurst of Hot Springs, 
a Democratic candidate, was 
represented by an aide. 


The governor told the farm- 


ers that he was opposed to ex- 
empting agricultural chemicals 


and fertilizer from the state 
sales tax. He said he feared 
that exempting the products 
would trigger attempts to ex- 
empt other items from state 
taxation. 


Bumpers said he was com- 


mitted strongly to the develop- 
ment of rural Arkansas and 
that there must be a balance 
among agriculture, 
manufac- 


turing and 
tourism 
in 
the 


state's economy. 


He said he expected that Ar- 


kansas would enjoy unprece- 
dented economic growth in the 
next decade. To prepare for it, 
he said, he had created a sub- 
cabinet 
land 
use 
group 
to 


screen prospective industry to 
see if the particular industry 
would harm the environment. 


Mack Harbour of Paragould 


told the federation that he did 
not support the creation of a 
state Agriculture Department 
at this time. He also said the 
state should look at the possi- 
bility of a bond issue to pay for 
a road building program and 
indicated that he opposed an in- 


crease in the gasoline tax to fi- 
nance highway improvements. 


Harbour, 
who is 
adminis- 


trator of a Paragould hospital, 
said he would see that agricul- 
ture's interests were represent- 
ed in pollution control pro- 
grams. He said the state had to 
tackle the pollution problem, 
but that it also must be "sen- 
sible" and not impose regu- 
lations that would "put the 
farmer out of business." 


Blaylock said his record as 


state Welfare commissioner 
during the four-year adminis- 
tration 
of 
Republican Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller 
showed 


he could govern effectively. 


He said that the Welfare De- 


partment during his tenure in- 
creased benefits by 50 per cent 
without a major tax increase 
and no major addition to the 
Welfare 
fund. 
Blaylock said 


that when he left office, $6.8 
million was left in the Welfare 
treasury and had been pro- 
grammed for Welfare benefits, 
but he said Bumpers spent the 
money for other purposes.
